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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior art (including EDWARDS, US Patent No. 5,335,023 . SANO, US Patent No. 
5,376,926 nor YAMAZAKI, US Patent No. 6,496,171 with a priority date of January 20, 
1999 ) either singly or together teach or suggest an active matrix device wherein "... a 
circuit of one buffer [connected] to one signal line is positioned on a same line as a 
circuit of another buffer circuit connected to another signal line" with priority before April 
13, 1995. Further, the previous office action relied upon an obvious double patenting 
rejection by YAMAZAKI (above) and YAMAZAKI is "completely silent as to how or why 
the above features of the present invention are obvious... (page three of the 
RESPONSE of paper number 28 Therefore, KOYAMA et al's application number 
09/902,602 meets necessary conditions for allowance.
